The pnBsage of a l^ill by the United 
StateB HouBO of Keprosentativoa for 
tbo repeal of duty on foreign coal is a 
maltor ot far too gront importance to 
this Colony to bo passed over by a 
uioro paragraph. As the reader will 
doubiiods know, Antbratio'coal onters 
the United Stales duty Ireo, but Bit- 
uminous cotil oiict uutore a duty of 51,25 
pur ton. This duty, together with Ihe 
doame 8 of UviHg and the consequent 
dearnoES of labor.haa tended to place ilif 
coal intereats of BritiBh Columbia in an 
emioBDlly ODBatlBfactory and precarious 
condition. Owing mainly to tiieHo two 
cansee our coul interestB have bud a i 
unequal strugglo lor a' foothold in a 
©arlcet wo siiould have cbntrolied ; and 

ii »we b»Te recenily seen these coadiiioua 
oalmlnate In the most lamentable of all 
fornirt, VIZ, a 'stnko' amongst the coal 
minorfl, with nil its disnHlrous rcaulls. 
The romovullo the first and greatest 
obstacle of the proBperous and', profitable 
development of the Immense coal fields 
ot this Colony may well be hailed with 
supreme eali»f'iiOlion, for it cannoc bo 
doubted that with a free market in Sun 
Fnuiciico we Bhull enjoy u prauiioai 
monopoly of that mftrkel. Tbo inferior 
quality of the coal found in Amerioan 
^rrilory on this coast left that article ill 
able to compete wiib the snperior coal 
of BriiiBh Coiumbio, iiotwitbBtnnding 
that the lormer hud tbe advantage of 
the duly, wbilo the greater distance 
of the Anstrulian coal fields must at all 

' 'times throw, the balaDce immeDBly in 
"onf favor. It cannot bo donbted. 
therefore, that with tbo removal of the 
Amevioan duly the coal workings of 
tbifl I-land will rcooive a wonderful im- 
petus. Not only will aotivo operations 
at the Nauaimo mines bo resumed and 
conducted on a larger scale and with 
greater vigor, but the Dunsmnir Mine 
•will share the exhilarating influences oi 
the change, and other mines will doubt- 
less Boon add their quota to the goner 
al and over swelling output. Thug oce 
of our most important industries will bo 
vraised fiom its present oonditioD of in- 
tense depressioii and cramped stagnution 
to one of bounding prosperity.

The trvi^hl and passeiipur depotd of 
tlie South KiiBtcirn IlHilroiid.two rroi<;lit depots 
and a portion ot the ii'is-iongor depot and 
ticket ollice.a lui't;e roundlioiisu of tbe Cliicago 
and Alton milroad, tbo car bouso, scalo ollicu, 
p.irl of till) Ireigbt depot of the (Jbio and .\lis- 
iiiisippi Railroad, the freight and passenger 
depots of tbo Toledo and Wabash Railroad, 
and a number of dwalling bouses in tbu 
vicinity, together with a portion of tha roof 
of tbe TerreHaute and Indiaoapolia depot were 
blown off. All the dsrrieka and other appli> 
ances used in cooatractlog brldgOB wera torn 
trum tbuir places ani blowavioto tbe'.riverj 
and oTerylliin'r within a width of 200 lo 300 
yarda was aciuiilly blown in pieces. A whole 
un'iK ol ciir^ iiicliidintj ii 29-ton locoiiiolivo 
was blown from tbo track and hurled Jomo30 
fuel into tlio slough. Another train of 13 cars 
laden with wheat was overtiikeii mid Binnshed

iii.iide aud its ruins burnsd. The engineer of 
the locomotive was bnrned to death. The 
number of killed and wounded cannot bo 
stated to-nlgbt, but seven are known '.a bo 
ktlled.and betwaen 80 and 40 severely womul.. 
ed, and aboiit'ds many more slightly injurod. 
It is believed that there are yet a nutnbur 
persons still buried beneath the ruins. Tim 
seeiio is friglitful. lIouHes are torn to fru;,'- 
luonla^ otliera are unruoli'd or upset, and still 
olluin; liuvt) been bodily ciirricd from tlieir 
foundations, Scarccl,v a building or tree or 
anything else, within the track of the storm, is 
standing. The work of ruin Is completu. The
